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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In once more making our annual report there are only two or three 
things to which we wish to draw special attention. . 

The making vocal music a feature of our schools—a forward step 
that was taken nearly three years ago—has proven a decided success. 
We have heard of no one who is not pleased with it or who begrudges 
the small expense necessary to the success of this movement; which 
has been made successful only by the employment of special music 
teacher who visits each school weekly and drills the school and directs 
the teacher in regard to the daily drill to be given. 

When added to this we are able to note the remarkable skill and 
enthusiasm of Mr. Mason, principal of our High School, in drilling 
the pupils of that school in both vocal and instrumental music; we are 
sure that all will agree that a musical skill and taste is being devel- 
oped among the children and young people of Peterboro that has 
never been known before. 

We are frequently asked why we do not have drawing in our schools. 
In this respect we are obliged to acknowledge ourselves behind most 
towns of our size and standing. Our only answer to those who criti- 
cise us for this deficiency is that we lack the funds to make the at- 
tempt a success; for we feel sure that it will be uselessto make the 
attempt without the services of a special drawing teacher who shall 
go from school to school, as does our music teacher, to drill the 
schools and direct the teachers by some regular method and system. 
We commend the matter to your consideration and discussion and 
shall be glad to institute and carry out any plan in regard to it that 
you may authorlze and empower us to undertake. 

A movement has been in progress during the last decade, not only 
in our own state but in many parts of the country, in the direction of 
centralizing the schools of a town by having the children living at a 
distance from the center conveyed to and from school. So far as we 
have been able to learn; this system, wherever it has been tried, has 
given universal satisfaction and in no case has there been a return to 
the old system of scattered rural schools. The strongest argument 
in favor of this system is the better instruction that can be given in 
graded schools than is possible in the mixed schools of the rural 
districts. Again it has generally been found more economical to con- 
vey the children than to maintain the separate schools. 

On the other hand, this objection is urged by some parents, viz.: 
that they are not willing to have their children, especially the young- 
er ones, conveyed so far in stormy and inclement weather. 

No school has as yet been closed in Peterboro except the one at the 
North Village, but it has been thought that it may be deemed best to 
take the same step in regard the one at the Wilson corner and likewise 
the school at Happy Valley unless the number of pupils shall in- 
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crease. While it would certainly be legitimate for the coming school 
meeting to take action in regard to this matter and to give instruction 
to the School Board; yet, in absence of such action, we will take 
such steps as may seem wisest under all the circumstances when time 
for action arrives. 

A question of considerable perplexity often arises in regard to the 
conveyance of pupils. A notion has somehow arisen that the law re- 
quires the school authorities to furnish conveyance to all children liv- 
ing more than one and a half miles from school. This is a mistake. 
Both the law and the instructions of the State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction leave this whole matter just where common sense 
would leave it, viz.: at the discretion and judgment of the School 
Board. Manifestly no arbitrary rule prescribing a fixed distance 
whether on the one hand for the conveyance of the young or sickly 
pupil or on the other hand for the conveyance of the older or more 
vigorous pupil could be a rule of justice. 

In applying the rule of common sense in this matter and trying to 
treat all impartially we, as a matter of course, find some who are dis- 
satisfied with our decisions. Some blame us for spending so much in 
this direction; while others, especially parents living at a consider- 
able distance from school, often blame us when we refuse to furnish 
conveyance. 

Let all such bear in mind that as custodians of the school money 
we are under a sworn obligation to act according to our own best 
judgment as to what it can be properly used for, and manifestly when 
we differ in judgment from others our own convictions must guide 
rather than those of others however strongly expressed. 

Of the five hundred dollars donated for the equipment of philo- 
sophical and chemical laboratories; three hundred dollars were spent 
in the purchase of philosophical apparatus, as noted in our last an- 
nual report. This year there has been spent one hundred sixty-five 
dollars and forty-one cents for chemical apparatus and supplies haying 
on deposit at the Peterboro Savings Bank thirty-four dollars and fifty- 
nine cents for future use.

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REPORT OF THE ELECTRIC LIGHT COMMITTEE. 


Your committee who were instructed by vote of the town to 
purchase the Peterborough Electric Light, Power and Heat Co. 
Plant, at a price not exceeding eighteen thousand dollars, have 
attended to their duties and have purchased the plant including 
the real estate, all machinery, tools, poles, wires, stock in trade 
and all other personal property used in connection with said 
plant, and also all the wood standing on a piece of land north of 
said plant and near the reservoir for the sum of eighteen thousand 
dollars. We received in the name of the town a deed of the 
real estate ; a bill of sale of the personal property; a transfer of 
ten shares of the reservoir company stock, and a certificate of 
two hundred fifty shares of the Peterborough Electric Light, 
Power and Heat Company. We took possession of the plant 
July : and have managed it under the instructions of the town 
for seven months. We have not changed the rate for lighting, 
but have made slight changes in the discounts, so that all would 
receive their lights upon the same terms without having special 
contracts. The sums paid by your committee during the seven 
months are as follows: $1,130.78 for permanent improvements; 
of this sum $426 was paid for new tubes for the boiler and 
$704. 78 was spent upon the dam, gate and stone work for the 
dam and canal. The insurance amounted to $126.55 ; C. A. Love- 
joy was paid $583.33 for services, and we paid $118.77 for other 
labor. . For stock, meters, machines and other materials we 
paid $452.07, S. G. White was paid $219.75 for materials and 
repairs in and around the plant, and $152.60 was paid for mis- 
cellaneous purposes, making the total of the amount paid out 
$2783.85. Your committee have received the following sums: 
From the town $974.18 which was expended towards the per- 
manent improvements; for commercial lighting $1935.30; of S. 
G. White for stock $6.37; and of C. A. Lovejoy $40.26 for la- 
bor and materials, making the receipts in all $2956.11 leaving a 
balance in the hands of the committee belonging to the town of 
$172.26 which is deposited in the National Bank. There is due 
the committee $57.58 for commercial lighting and $91.90 from 
C. A. Lovejoy for labor and materials; both of said sums will 
belong to the town when collected. The town has paid the 
committee $974.18 and the town has paid the Bank $360.00 in- 
terest on the purchase price for the plant, making the entire ex- 
pense to the town $1334.18 during the seven months. Deduct 
from this the amount the committee has in the bank for the 
town and the amount due the committee for the town and it 
leaves a net expense of $1012.44 for lighting the streets, town 

«hall and library for seven months, and this also iucludes the 
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permanent improvements on the property. If the plant had 
not been purchased by the town, it would have cost the town un- 
der the old contract $1,166.66 to have done the same lighting. If 
there had been no permanent improvements made by the commit- 
tee, they could have paid all the other bills and paid the interest 
on the note without receiving any money from the town and would 
still have had in their hands $290.60 and the town would have 
had the streets, town hall and library lighted during the seven 
months without expense. In having these permanent repairs 
made, the committee acted , as they thought, for the best inter- 
ests of the town and for the greatest protection of the electric 
plant. Your committee would recommend that the town borrow 
the $18,000 at three per cent. interest, and issue notes of the 
town for that amount payable $1000 January 1, 1904, and $1000 
each January thereafter until the whole amount is paid, with in- 
terest payable semi-annually on the first day of January and 
July of each year, said notes to be exempt from taxation so long 
as held by residents of Peterborough.
